THE STATE AID ROAD LAW 



In the greater nmnber of counties in Kentucky, the present 
method of road building is the same as that which obtained in Eng- 
land in the days of Queen Elizabeth. The result is that we have been 
spending some $2jQ0Q,0QQ a year for roads in Kentucky with no roads | 

to show for it. j 

"One hundred years ago, Kentucky put into operation the plan \ 
of State aid. Seventy-five years ago that plan was discontinued. |

For 
the first time re^pc^nsibility is to go with authority. 

"The plan to construct a State-wide inter-countv seat system of 
highways, 6200 miles m extent, has received the official approval of 
the General .\>-embly and the Governor and need- only concerted 
action by the bu^iness men and counties to be carried into effect. 
That system can be completed in fifteen years without Federal aid. 
"With Federal aid. which is >ure to come, in half tliat time. 

"When completed, it \\ ill make every one «>f the 120 county -ents 
in Kentucky the center of not less than four rctads each formin,", an 
integral part in the State-wide system and over that system will l)e 
Jiaulcd 85 per cent of the road traffic of the State. It will add not less 
than $20 to the value of every acre tliat fronts it. It will increase the 
value of every product of farm or mine. It will make for good 
schools, good churches, good citizenship. It will substitute prosper- 
itj' for pauperism. 

-"All tiiat Is needed to nudM actual these posslbiUties is uoit the cqanties 
in Kentucky avail themselves of State aid. They can do this by an issue of 
bonds as have Lewis and Carter, by popular subscription as has Rockcastle, 
or by IcM-al taxation as liaw .Tefferson, Mercer and elgiit other comities. The 
county which faii.s !c av;.;l ''.seli of btate aid will be contributing money for 
ilie buildi:i^ of :o;'(;.s in oiho; counties. There are only four counties in the 
State that, under the State aid plan will pay out more money than they re- 
eeive. They are Jefferson. Fayette, Campbell and Kenton. The law was en- 
acted to force the richer counties to help the poorer. There is no county that 
the State does not stand ready to help prorided it will help itself. The State 
load tax of 5 cents on the $100 has to be paid whether the county builds roads 
' or not. The county that refuses to accept from the State one dollar in addi- 
tion to every one that ir !)Uts up, is not i^oi'.ig to > scai)e ]);:ying the f;oneral tax. 
It is simply giving to otiier counties the money that ou^ht to be spent on its 
own roads If the I'isci' Court of any county fails to act, the intelligent cit!- 
senship and the commercial organizations of that county should force it to act.

Counties may obtiun state aid for road building tkroogh several different 
channels. The county may raise the money to meet the funds available froaa 
the State by two methods, viz: by general taxation, and by bead isMsa. In 
cttther case the county's funds and the state's funds or both may be supplo* 
mented by donations from corporations or private citizens, provided such d<^ 
nations are paid in cash to the treasurer of the county or state. 
• Since the state is to aid ;n the building of these roads and since the couo- 
ties' funds in most instancis very limited for construction or reconstruc- 
tion it is only just and fair thar those living along the line of a r-.-r.d to be im- 
proved and who receive tiie direct and greatest benefit aeeming fraat said im- 
provement shall aid in bearing the expense of each imprav—nt in proportion 
to the boieflto derived therefrom. And since the stote Is to pay o— half the 
cost, the ratio should be — state 50 per cent, county 25 per cent, and abuttini; 
property owners and the private subscriptions, the other 25 per cent. Most 
certainly the abutting prop'^rry owners and private subscriptions should 
anioimt to not less than 15 r^^^r cent. In the latter event the county would 
have to p;<v \wr cent of the cost. TkO eovy in SO iMtaMO tlWf^li ko 
quired to nay tor right oi way. 

Pulaski and Rockcastle counties and sevwral others have requasted stot« 
aid for the improvement of certein inter-county seat roads, stating to the abut* 
ting property owners that the county will put up $5,000, provided said prop- 
erty owners and other ciii^^ms of the county will put up anotht-r ^5,00^. and 
have requested that the work h • done under plans and specitic.ii ions of rhe 
State l)ef),u ti>iciit of Puhiir- i:oailc< and in a( < onlance witlj the .Sia'e Aid Koad 
Law. This v ou!d in general insure $20,000 worth of road wor& for the coupty. 
Howev-:-!'. this d.-pends OS the mmbsr of applications for atato aid and Ika 
amounts requested. 

Few counties are so fortunate as Jefferson, fflielby. Campbell and Kenton 
as to be able to ask for all tli>> state aid fund that they will be entitled to re- 
ceive, and to be able to appri>priate the necessary money from their road fund 
to meet state aid, without impairing or totally destroying tlu ir i;- neral mate* 
tenancf fnnd. in no instance sl.ould the maintenanct^ bf overlooked. 

Tin roads to receive s'ate aid are the iter-( oni'ty seat roads, and after 
such roads have been improved, then such other roads as may be designated 
may be improved, but to build a comprehensive system such as is ontUned hgr 
this law will retiuire ten years with national aid and without it fifteen or twsa 
ty years. 

A connty wishing to secure the completion of tkis c<w p ro k« nsive-system 

at an early date can do so ontr by asst ming the cost of such a system through 
the issuance <>f tionJs. Usuaily the county's road inini and therefore the state's 
portion to the county is so small that only a few miles can be buili in one year, 
but by means of a bond issue ^ svstein nviy Le completed at less expense be- 
cause a larger amount of work may be accomplished in a comparatively short 
time and the roads may be used while they are being paid for Uie citlsens 
of the county and commonwealth. The state will reimburse th.^ county for 
such work done In accordance to the state aid law. to the extent of one-half the 
amount of nionny actually spent on construction or reconstnu tii u of roads, 
pavnient being made annually as the countv s portton of the load t ,nd is avail- 
able. 

Two counties have thus far availed theirtselves of this means of securing 
good roads, viz: Lewis aod Carter. The voters of I.,ewis county approving the 
bond issue for 1150,000 on the 11th day of July by a tote of 2400 yaas to 140 
nays. The voters of Carier connty, on November 3d. ratiflsd a bond iasne UK 

$150 000 for thp 'i inrovement of their roads by 307 mom votaa than Iks neces- 
sary two-thir'i.- i:.;jority required to carry the issue. 

In every other instance wIk re a vote has been taken for a bond issue, a 
majority of the votes cast have been in favor of said issue, thus showing con- 
clusively that a majority of the thinking p eopl e favw tke improvenMMt oCtbalr 
roads by rapid and up-to-date methods. 

These Btatemento are corroborated by the result shown from snch elec- 
tions held in the follcving counties: Mason. Noveml>er 3rd, |200,000; Camp- 
bell, November 3rd. $150,000 to build roads. $100,000 to buy toll roads; Kenton. 
November 3, $20"MK)0; f?ocne. November :l, .^T.",'mm»;- Pulaski, A» il 24. and 
again on June 26ih, .^30l\«JOH; Warrf-n. .May f.nh, $300,000; Simp: on. .M.iy 2, 
$ioU,U'X', ami .\Ieni!?e t. miu r. .■?.35,0i;n. 

Unfortunately, however, for the promotion of road building, Ibe Constitu- 
tion requires that two-thirds of the votes cast on a b<Hid ffMStion Aall bo in 
Ivios of the same before it shall be declared carried. . 

Ehrery county in the Commonwealth should follow the example of Lewis' 
Lawrence, Carter, Johnson. Madison, Boyd, Rockcastle, Shelby, Warren, Jeffer- 
son, Harrison and Logan courties by applying for state aid. No county is too 
rich — as has been sliown by'jefferson county's application and no county is 
so poor that sh^ can not apply for nnd receive a portion oi the fund on one of 
the three plans mentionf^d above. No county can afford to lose the money she 
is paying toward the state road fund or fail to accept the generous offer mauo 
by the stete.

Fbur et eam ers were aonk by mines off the east ooast of Eng- 
land, in the territory covered yesterday by the raiding German 

warships. These vei>sels were said in England to have scattered 
mines to cove*- their retreat. 

Seventy- four persons were killed and 147 wounded, according 
to the best figures now available in the raid on the east coast of 
BachHid yeatatday by German warshiiM. The heavieat to s aat were 
hi Hactiapaol, whaae. the Britirii InformatioB Bnraaa aBaomieep, 
ftfiy-ftvepanooa ware kiUad and 115 wounded. Unoflieial reporta 
give the cisoaltiea in Scarborough ataeventeen killed and thirty 
wounded and in Whitby at two killed and two Wounded. 

The success of the Ciermans in making their way past the line 
of British warships and through mine fields and in escaping after 
the bombardmenl leads England to expect another attack, prep- 
for which are under way. Herlin is elated, and the news- 
tfaara hint that yeataiday'a exiiloit may be tha prelude to 
pmtar cvanta on the aeaa. 

GanMBy'a new plan lor ihe operation against the Roaaian 
armies 18 nnfolding gradually. Petrograd diapatchee say that the 
Austro-German flunking operations in the Carpathian mountains 
and on the Vistula are being conducted on a large scale, and that 
they threaten Russian lines of communication. Such importance 
is attached to these maneuvers that apparently Germany is willing
